Judge Just how heavy to load a 
charge of explosives or how far 
baek from the face of the cliff it 
would break the rock. On • one 
occasion the powder foreman fired 
a blast from a point which he 
estimated would be sufficiently far 
back from the edge of the cliff to 
allow for a sloping break and give 
him ample distance for safety. The 
break, however, occurred 150 feet 
back of the slope stakes, which 
was beyond where he stood and 
he and two helpers were carried 
with the rush of earth and broken 
stone 200 feet down the side of 
the cliff to the water's edge. Only 
by a miracle did all three escape 
death.
